In order to pre- 
vent fraud in this connection, agen- 
cies of governments-have 'been ^et op 
and >have been eloakesd with sufficient 
police power to obtain this end. 


In administering a. law of this 


character, it. is always a .problem to 
adopt such rules- and regulation, es- 
tablish such standards, make such 
investigations find demand such in- 
formation as to give those charged 
with the administration of the law 
sufficient information to pass upon 
Hie securities in. an intelligent man- 
ner, in this manner minimizing the 
opportunity for fraud in the promo- 
tion of. companies! .and the sale of 
their securities. The problem also 
demands that the -procedure be such 
that id will not make requirements 
th«t will work a serious {hardship on 
business or result in the useless dis- 
closure to the public of valuable 
trade secrets -and confidential infor- 
mation.

In exacting information 
upon 


which to make decisions as to wheth- 
er or not the securities should ;be ap- 
proved, the department has 'attempt- 
ed to strike a- happy medium and de- 
mand such information as 
would 


safeguard t!he rights of the public 
and at tne same time not 'handicap 
legitimate business1. 
' 


No securities law, however 
effi- 


ciently administered, <?an guarantee 
the future of any business. Business 
depression, laick of orders, bad man- 
agement,- fires' and numerous other 
misfortunes may §nd do cause the 
failures of businesses which - 'have 
been approved by. the most compe- 
tent and careful securities commis- 
sion, but corporations whose issues 
have been1 certificated by securities 
commissions should be free 
'from 


fraud, 'and the purchaser of these 
securities' should be given an 'honest 
chance to win- on his investment.^ 


The administration of the Indiana 


law is being- handled by a force of 
seven persons. In tMs connection it 
is- interesting to npte that, the ,In-/ 
diana law is 'administered with less 
than one naif the. number , of ' em- 
ployes engaged in the administration 
of a law in any other state having a 
like lanwxunt of business. Investiga- 
tions- of this subject disclose the 
fact that as many as fifty three per- 
sons are, engaged in the administra- 
tion; of securities laws of other 
states. 


The Indiana- securities law is self- 


sustaining. In fact, besides paying 
the sialaries of employes and other 
general expense,

office furniture, typewriter?, equip- 
ment, stationery, stamps 'and print- 
ing, the receipts provided 'a surplus 
of several thousand dollars which 
reverted to the general 'fund of .the 
state treasury a* the close of the, 
last fiscal year. . .
